As  Fires  Investigated

Nsw  vtolencc.  with  deslnicUon  of 
hmnes  and  community  buildings  by 
fire,  last  night  brought  hundreds  of 
Ooukhobors  from  the  rich  tHhber- 
lands  of  the  Kootenairs  to  giurd 
against  the  flaming  menace. 

An  exodus  of  Doukhobors  from 
lumber  mlUa  started  during  the  day, 
forcing  one  mill  to  cloae,  following  a 
call  from  their  home  dtslrlcta  to 
return  at  once  to  protect  property. 

Raiding  parties,  one  ltd  by  a 
nude  woman,  have  terrorised  the 
Z^oukhobor  communities,  setting  fire 
to  homes,  schools  and  farm  build- 
ings. 

Tht  fires  have  been  blamed  on 
radical  members  of  the  Sons  of 
Freedom,  who  long  ago  broke  away 
from  the  bulk  of  the  followers  of 
Peter  “The  Lordly  ’ Verigin,  the 
original  leader  of  the  strange  re- 
Uflous  eect  who  came  from  Russia 
tn  IM.  He  died  In  a mysterious 
train  bombing  In  1934. 

The  cause  of  the  recent  outbreak 


remains  a secret  of  the  Doukhobors. 
They  give  no  eluea  to  authorities 
seeking  to  run  down  Lncendlarlits.

With  fundamental  lasuea  afirciing  the 
whole  region  ahead  of  it,  the  Greater  Vic- 
toria community'  ii  not  likely  to  be  able  to 
effect  any  permanent  •etciemeni  of  ita  diffi- 
cultiea  until  it  has  faced  the  main  iuue  and 
brought  amalgamation  into  being.

A 
referendum  on  amalgamation  in  each  of  the 
four  municipalities  at  the  Winter  polls  would 
be  the  logical  starting  point.  It  would  show.  . 
sc  lea.5C.  what  the  electors  arc  thinking. 

It  u by  AO  means  an  accident  that  the  city 
manager  form  of  government  is  commencing 
to  be  diKussed  again  in  the  community.  In 
Saanich  this  week,  the  suggestion  was  openly 
sdvocated  before  the  Saanich  Council  by  one 
of  its  members.  In  the  City,  city  manager- 
ship has  been  privately  vnder  diKUstion  for 
some  time,  and  may  become  a sulking  horse 
in  the  next  civic  election.  Under  other  con- 
ditions and  in  earlier  times.  Victoria  once 
rejected  s managerial  form  of  government. 
A gocid  many  civic  pressures  have  been  built 
since  those  days.  Constant  obstruction  to 
the  forward  advance  of  major  municipal 
business  has  by  no  means  increased  the  pres- 
tige of  council  admini-straiioni.  That  is  not  to 
say  that  a city  nranagrr  would  cure  every- 
thing. It  would  depend,  first  and  last,  upon 
the  official  and  his  capacity.  Managers  have 
been  gcxxl.  indifferent  and  bad. 

To  cite  even  one  iuue  in  point,  ten  months 
with  a condemned  bridge  upon  which  no 
work  hu  been  done  is  not  exactly  a record 
of  forward  action.  It  was  afmost  a yrir  ago 
that  Point  Ellice  Bridge  was  declared  by  a 
qualified  consultant  engineer  to  be  unsafe. 
He  recommended  that  certain  definite  steps 
be  taken  immediately,  and  chat  the  super- 
structure be  replaced  as  soon  u possible.  A 
new  bridge,  he  uid.  would  be  needed  before 
▼cry  long.  The  City's  reply  to  that  so  far 
hu  been  to  impose  a load  limit  and  a speed 
reitriction.  neither  of  which  affect  the  struc- 
tural ficneu  of  the  bridge  in  any  way 
whatever. 

Traffic  Planning 

Signs  that  Greater  Victoria's  traffic  control 
problem  will  receive  more  aerious  considera- 
tion in  community  circles  art  not  wanting 
St  the  Oty  Hall  and  elsewhere  these  days. 
If  the  City  bad  shown  the  same  dispatch 
With  ka  i*redcd  traffic  lights  and  other 'aids 
that  it  <l*d  in  erecting  parking  meters  before 
they  could  be  operated  legally,  some  of  the 
exuting  confunon  might  have  been  avoided. 
If  labor,  materials  and  time  could  be  found’ 
to  drill  holes  in  city  sidewalks  to  rush  park- 
ing meters  into  place,  it  is  difficult  to  under- 
stand how  traffic  lights  had  to  remain  stored. 
•Iihough  on  hand.  What  is  needed  now  is 
action. 

Propoul  made  concerning  i traffic  engi- 
neer. and  a request  by  the  public  works  com- 
mittee to  be  relieved  of  the  traffic  problem 
show  that  civic  minds  are  stirring  in  the  case. 
Whether  it  be  the  works  committee,  the 
transportation  committee,  the  town  planning 
committee  or  the  police  commiuion,  one 
body  should  be  set  up  to  deal  with  traffic 
control,  and  that  fgom  the  ground  up.  As 
has  been  said,  the  plan  for  the  future  wi|l 
probably  need  the  work  of  experts,  but  any 
citizen  can  see  that  what  eztiis  at  present 
is  totally  inadequate,  and  even  miKhievously 
dangerous  at  some  places. 

It  is  slightly  ironical  that  the  very  park- 
Irvg  meters  that  the  City  Council  rushed  into 
place  with  such  haste  arc  not  always  in  the 
right  place  Those  that  have  been  drilled 
into  the  sidewalks  near  street  intersectiems 
will  most  likely  have  to  come  up  again  im- 
mediately. There  docs  not  seem  to  bavc 
been  much  pUnning  about  that.  When  the 
larger  issue,  a steady  means  of  moving  traffic 
through  the  city  ufely,  comes  to  be  decided, 
one  trusts  that  it  will  receive  the  undivided 
attention  of  whatever  committee  may  be  in- 
structed to  bring  a real  and  workable  plan 
into  effect.  There  will  be  .some  physical 
equipment  to  be  installed,  a reconsideration 
of  some  city  streets,  and  a pubik  to  be  edu- 
eated  to  work  in  harmony  with  an  integrat- 
•d  system  when  it  can  be  sec  up. 

Welfomr  Eg^ment 

Lifting  of  the  ban  imposed  a week  ago 
on  the  abipment  of  coal  from  the  United 
States  to  this  country  over  Canadian  Na- 
tional lines  will  be  a welcome  casement  of  a 
rather  drastic  step  taken  because  of  the  cur- 
rent aboftage  of  freight  can.  Railway  cart 
come  and  go  as  goods  arc  moved  acron  the 
border  and  a Urge  number  of  American 
wagooi  are  always  to  be  found  in  Canadian 
yirda,  ud  vice  versa.  On  baUnce  the  figures 
arc  uoally  in  favor  of  Canadiaii  railways, 
snd  it  wu  the  present  great  discrepancy,  with 
kt  enrtiilinf  tffsei  on  domwtic  rail  tranepot- 
^ • 


tation  within  the  United  Slates,  which  caused 
the  embargo  to  be  set. 

It  was  not  surprising,  however,  that  the 
action  cauwd  the  Canadian  Government  to 
lodge  a sharp  protest  against  this  sudden 
move  by  neighbouring  authorities.  There 
should  have  been  little  need  for  such  precipi- 
tate steps  to  be  taken  becauM  of  a dispute 
over  the  number  of  freight  cars  to  be  ac- 
counted for.  Normal  relations  between  the 
two  nations  are  such  as  to  cauM  regret  that 
any  such  abrupt  ioterruptioo  of  trade  should 
have  been  cozuidrred  necessary.  An  acute 
I f j ' .iin  Alia  >lii-iii  fiLi  be- 

cause of  the  shortage  ui  r,,lling  stock,  i ut 
the  cure  is  not  to  be  found  in  cutting  off  ex- 
ports as  a measure  which  could  easily  be  in- 
terpreted as  somewhat  petty  in  character. 

Intervention  of  the  White  Mouse  in  the 
situation  may  have  induced  the  lifting  of  the 
ban.  and  there  will  be  general  satisfaction 
over  the  responsible  American  official’s  state- 
ment that  "we'll  get  along  fine  from  now 
on  " Other  means  will  no  doubt  be  found 
to  remedy  the  disparity  in  the  number  of 
freight  cars  held  in  each  country.  The  in- 
cident serves  to  emphasize  the  interdepend- 
ency of  Canadian-American  trade  relations, 
and  the  wisdom  of  restraint  in  introducing 
measures  apt  to  upset  the  friendly  feelings 
important  to  the  welfare  of  both  North 
American  democracies. 


BuBinehH  in  B.C« 

Visitors  sumetimes  we  more  clearly  than 
some  regular  inhabitants  of  a country.  For 
that  reason  it  u to  be  hoped  the  viewpoint 
of  a former  Lord  Mayor  of  Birmingham,  as 
expressed  here  this  week,  will  be  noted  in 
commercial  and  business  circles  in  the  East- 
ern parts  of  Canada,  as  well  as  in  his  own 
country.  In  his  trip  acroM  the  Dominion. 
Sir  Ernest  R.  Canning  has  found,  to  use  his 
own  words,  "a  whole  new  world  springing 
up  on  this  side  of  Canada."  He  considers 
that  too  many  British  firms  make  their  head- 
quarters in  the  Eastern  Provinces  and  con- 
duct their  Western  busineu  by  remote  control. 

British  Columbians  in  particular  bavc  been 
trying  to  impress  this  fact  on  Toronto  and 
contiguous  areas  for  some  time  now.  Remote 
control  is  a circumstance  they  have  bad  to 
put  up  with  for  too  long,  both  in  the  gov- 
ernmental as  well  as  the  commercial  field. 
Only  recently  has  it  begun  to  be  realized  that 
a wealth  of  opportunity  lies  in  the  West, 
and  especially  in  this  province.  The  truth  is 
that  the  balance  of  national  trade  and  de- 
velopment is  in  the  process  of  shifting,  and 
Canadian  business  will  discover  it  to  be  nec- 
essary to  make  direct  contact  with  British 
Columbia  if  full  advantage  is  to  be  taken  of 
present  day  trends. 

By  a happy  coincidence  proof  (hat  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  is  alive  to  this  sit- 
uation comet  with  a statement  by  President 
W.  M.  Neal,  made  on  the  same  day  as  the 
British  industrialist  expressed  his  findings. 
Vancouver  will  become  the  administrative 
headquarters  of  a new  division  of  C.P.R. 
authority.  Three  regional  areas  will  be  creat- 
ed across  the  Dominion  now.  Eastern.  Prairie 
and  Pacific;  with  each  having  complete  au- 
tonomy with  regard  to  modes  of  operation. 
This  is  an  example  that  could  be  followed 
with  profit  by  other  commercial  organiza- 
tions at  present  centralized  in  Eastern  Can- 
ada. Remote  business  control  is  outmoded 
nowadays. 

One  Long  Yawn 

There  is  tcxim  for  reflection  in  the  lapse  of 
an  amateur  radio  operator  who  left  his  trans- 
mitter open  and  snored  peacefully  into  the 
air.  so  that  half  a hemisphere  could  bear  him. 
His  unconcern  as  the  unmusical  broadcast 
rolled  cast  and  west  over  the  continent,  and 
probably  far  into  the  Pacific  Islands  as  well, 
was  complete,  because  be  was  asleep.  7hs 
soporific  effect  of  that  one  long  yawn,  how- 
ever. must  have  been  devastating.  One  can 
picture  many  a night-owl  on  (be  radio  rising 
from  his  set.  stretching  his  arms  above  his 
head,  and  deciding  that  the  time  bad  really 
come  to  turn  in.  Police  patrols  in  many  a 
Northwest  city,  ranging  the  air  for  calls, 
must  have  been  reminded  that  night  watches 
are  long  and  tiresome.  The  world,  with  a 
gigantic  yawn  in  its  face,  must  have  red- 
dened slightly.

Records  which  might  tell  correct, 
ages  of  ships  wert  probably  never  a 
part  of  the  long  parade  of  shipping  I 
As  watercraft  of  various  tonnage . 
frequently  changed  owners  and , 
names,  unless  the  boat  happened  to 
be  more  or  less  the  property  of  one 
family,  its  age  might  be  eomewhat 
j dlfflcuU  to  determme. 

! STOUT  WOODEN  SHIP 

It  seems  that  Britain's— and  prob- 
ably the  world's— oldest  vessel  had 
really  reached  the  age  of  125  years  | 
early  in  1936.  with  tS  of  those  years 
‘ in  Um  ownarahip  ot  a Buds  lasUly. 
She  was  the  ketch  Ceres,  which 
traded  between  English.  Irish  and 
Scotch  ports  and  evidently  bore  a 
charmed  life.  Built  at  Salcombe 
in  16U,  she  experienced  narrow 
escapes  from  French  snd  Yankee 
piivsteers  between  1513  and  1114. 
and  fnlloaing  a century  of  peaceful 
freighting  was  to  run  the  gaunt- 
let of  the  lubmarlnea  which  ac- 
counted for  BO  many  trading  craft 
In  the  waters  about  Britain  during 
the  Great  War  of  1914-15. 

Bvidentiy  the  timbers  which 
went  into  the  Ceres  were  of  extrs 
good  quality  and  had  been  fastened 
by  crafts  men  who  knew  something 
of  sea  stresses  and  strains,  and  then, 
possibly,  also  as  great  a factor  ss 
any  that  can  enter  into  the  life  of 
la  ship.  luck,  had  something  to  do 
I with  her  honorable  age  It  could 
well  be  she  was  a lucky  ship  as  well 
I as  a stout  one. 

j It  Is  too  early  yet  to  make  any 
I prognostications  about  the  relative 
lasting  proportions  of  wood,  iron : 
or  steel  in  a ship's  hull.  No  one  Is 
going  to  argue  that  a wooden-hulled 
I vessel  is  at  an  comparable  to  the  i 
I steel  • constructed  hull  in  any 
respect,  particularly  economically; 
yet  there  are  some  old  salts  who  will 
still  contend  that  neither  Iron  nor 
steel  will  ever  duplicate  the  long- 
evliy  of  the  wooden-hulled  craft. 

As  yet  there  Is  no  way  of  deter- 
mining whether  the  eontention  is 
sound  or  not.

Britons  to  Make  Pleasure  Flying  Easier

LONDON,  Aug.  U — Britain  U 
about  to  amplify  her  provision  of 
opportunltiss  to  fly. 

Those  a-ho  want  to  fly  for  the  fun 
of  It  are  to  be  given  a larger  meas- 
ure of  freedom  than  they  have  Itad 
since  1930.  Those  who  are  con- 
cerned about  the  adequacy  of  prep- 
arations for  the  future  of  com- 
mercial air  transport  are  reassured 
by  the  announcement  of  two  com- 
mittees of  inquiry. 

Both  moves  arise  out  of  the  policy 
of^  Minister  of  Civil  Avtailon  who 
wanU  to  put  flying  at  the  disposal 
of  the  man  in  the  street  and  who 
also  believes  that  the  man  In  the 
street  will  want  a lot  more  com- 
mercial flying  than  is  available  at 
present. 

Lord  Nathan  will  shortly  give 
"permlu  to  fly"  to  ccrUin  small, 
low-powered,  single-seat  aircraft  of 
types  which  cannot  qualify  for  the 
ofOclal  certificate  of  airworthlneag 
and  yet  are  safe  enough  for  what 
has  been  called  "air  tobogannlng'' 
within  a radius  of  a fe«'  miles  of 
their  home  alrflelde.  ThcM  are 
relatively  cheap  to  buy  and  to  run. 
Some  of  them  arc  home  made  to 
approved  dealgns.  Most  of  them 
use  converted  auto  engines  of  10  to 
90  horsepower. 

There  Is  likely  lo  be  one  restric- 
tion on  these  aircraft,  to  that  only 
thoee  of  approved  dealgns  will  be 
given  penniu  to  fly.  The  old  pre-
